District finals end soccer season; 
Avalanche marks 1 3-4-2 record 



l983-“The Year in Transition” 

The Avila Soccer express 
came to an abrupt stop as 
the Avalanche lost to the #4 
ranked Rockhurst Hawks 2- 
1 in the District 16 Finals. 
Even though Rockhurst was 
rated in front of the 12th 
ranked A.C. Soccer team, 
the criteria for seeding inthe 
District put Avila as the #1 
seed, Rockhurst at #2, Harris 
Stowe #3 and Missouri Bap- 
tist #4. In the semi-finals, 
Avila handed Mo Baptist 
their worst loss of the year 
with a decided 3-0 victory. 
Rockhurst blasted Harris 
Stowe 5-0 in the other semi- 
final. The two Kansas City 
schools squared for the 
second time in 1983 at Avila; 
the first encounter finished 
with a 0-0 tie. 

The Avalanche totally dom- 
inated the first half of play, 
but failed to capitalize on 
numerous scoring oppor- 
tunities and came away with 
only a one goal lead on a Neil 
Kelly penalty kick at the 34 
minute mark. 

Rockhurst took control of 
the second half and scored 
on a defensive mistake mid- 
way through the second half. 

As the game seesawed 
from 18 to 18, an apparent 
crossed from the corner of 
the penalty area hit Avila 
stopper back in the stomach 
as he charged the ball. Goal 
keeper Tom Hampel, antici- 
pating the cross, moved out 
of the far post as the de- 



flected ball rolled harmlessly 
into the near corner of the 
Avila net. 

Shortly after Rockhurst 
took the lead, midfielder Neil 
Kelly was ejected from the 
game with about 12 minutes 
remaining. 

The Avalanche again took 
control of the game and the 
apparent equalizer, off a 
head ball by Ken Bromeier, 
and cleared from behind 
goal line was not seen by the 
linesmen. 

The loss left the Ava- 
lanche with a respectable 
13-4-2 record and ranked 
16th in the final season nat- 
ional poll. 

“Year in Review” 

This “year in transition’’ 
became more successful 
than most realized. A.C. only 
returned six players from 
last year’s #1 ranked team, 
and also had a new coach. 
After a slow start and a 
change from the three back 
system to the four back sys- 
tem, rekindled memories of 
the previous year, as Avila 
went on a ten game un- 
beaten string, in which only 
two goals were scored by the 
opposition. Coach Scott 
Ferris comments, "it would 
have been easy for this team 
to fold up shop after the slow 
start, and a change in the 
philosophy of trying to out- 
score our opponents to shut- 
ting them out defensively, 
took time for them to accept. 



As the players gained confi- 
dence in their style of play, 
we became a very tight unit 
and played better than any 
team I have ever coached or 
played on.

“Looking Ahead” 

The Avalanche will be 
graduating co-captain Tom 
Hampel and starting mid- 
fielders, Scott Huber and 
larry larson, all key elements 
to this years success story. 
However, the 1984 outlook is 
bright; Avila returns its 
entire defense and offensive 
lines completely and will 
have the services of Junior 
College All-American, Darren 
Jones, who was red-shirted 
the past season. Darren is a 
center forward. 

“Hampel, Defense 
Earn Recognition” 

Goalkeeper, Tom Ham- 
pel and the Avila defense 
have earned national recog- 
nition for outstanding per- 
formances this past season. 
Hampel finished the season 
tied for second as the 
N.A.I.A.’s leading goalkeeper 
as he only allowed a total of 7 
goals and posted 10 shu- 
touts. The Avila defense, led 
by Hampel and All-Amer- 
ican candidate Craig Kasten, 
finished thirds in the N.A.I.A. 
rankings.
